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‘CALLOUS’ KILLER 
GETS LIFE IN JAIL 

‘You’ve robbed her sons of their mother’

A MAN who stalked and then 
stabbed to death a nurse he 
met at a Tottenham GP sur¬ 
gery after she ended their rela¬ 
tionship was jailed for life at 
the Old Bailey last week.

Naudel Turner, 42, had just left 
work at the Castle View Surgery, in 
Lordship Lane, at lunchtime on 
Wednesday, March 19, and was fol¬ 
lowed by Dariusz Miakienko. 

As she walked along Bruce Grove 
he caught up with her and witnesses 
heard her shout: “Leave me alone.” 

As Naudel pulled out her mobile 
phone, Miakienko pushed her 
against a fence and attacked her 
with a kitchen knife. He forced her 
to the ground and stabbed her in the 
neck and body 20 times. 

A passenger in a car being driven 
along the road jumped out and 
pleaded with Miakienko to stop, but 
he continued the attack. 

Witnesses reported that once 
Miakienko had stopped attacking 
Naudel, he was seen to stand near 
her body and roll a cigarette. 

An off-duty police constable 
stepped in supported by members of 
the public who detained Miakienko 
and called for both police and the 
ambulance service. 


London’s air ambulance attended 
and treated Naudel. She died while 
being taken to hospital by ambu¬ 
lance. Miakienko, 47, was arrested 
at the scene and the kitchen knife he 
had used was recovered. 

The jury heard how Miakienko 
met Naudel when he was a patient at 
the surgery where she worked. 

They started what he called a 
“relationship” and had known each 
other for about two years. 

Miakienko then started to stalk 
Naudel, bombarding her with text 
messages and calls. She even told 
friends she believed he had starting 
following her. 

Speaking after the trial on 
Wednesday, Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Noel McHugh, the senior inves¬ 
tigating officer from the Homicide 
and Major Crime Command, said: 
“Naudel was murdered simply 
because Miakienko could not cope 
with her rejection of him. He stalked 
her over many months. 

“Miakienko is a cold and callous

man who has robbed her sons of a 
mother and a community of a dedi¬ 
cated and hard-working woman. 

“I would like to thank those brave 
members of the public who stepped 
in, alongside one of our off-duty 
police officers, and detained 
Miakienko. 

“It must have been terrifying to 
see such a violent attack at 
lunchtime on a busy street.” 


Drug dealer who sold heroin and 
crack cocaine goes back to prison 


A CONVICTED drug dealer is back behind 
bars after being suspected of peddling heroin and 
crack cocaine. 

Harun Fidhin had just been released from prison 
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for drug offences when he was 
among four people in a car parked 
in Walpole Road, Tottenham, 
searched by police. 

The 25-year-old, of Woodlands 
Park Roai Harringay, pictured, 
pleaded guilty at Wood Green 
Crown Court to two charges of pos¬ 
session with intent to supply class 
A drugs as well as possession of 
cannabis and was jailed for five 
years and seven months. 

Police had spotted the car on April 26 this year 
with a group of men standing around it. They 
smelled cannabis and carried out a search. 

Fidhin was arrested on suspicion of posses- 




sion of cannabis after being found 
with a small quantity of drugs on 
him. He was taken to Haringey 
police station, where officers found 
a further two wraps of heroin and 
crack cocaine. 

PC James Evans, of White Hart 
Lane neighbourhood policing team, 
said: “This result is an example of 
the diligent work carried out by the 
officers of Haringey on a daily basis. 
This work has not only ensured that a drug dealer 
has been taken off the streets for a very long 
time, but also will serve as a warning to anyone 
else thinking of dealing in drugs. We will find 
you, catch you and put you before the courts.”

Charity’s bid to help ebola orphans 


AN Enfield-based charity which works 
with people in Sierra Leone is staging a 
fundraising campaign to help children 
orphaned by the ebola outbreak in the west 
African country. 

Melqosh Mission International, which 
has a UK base in Queensway, Ponders End, 
is asking people to wear purple to highlight 
the effects of the disease. 

So far the campaign has raised nearly 
£3,000 and it is hoped to equip a new 
orphanage for up to 40 children. 

The charity has given anti-bacterial prod¬ 
ucts, rice, oil and cash to people in Sierra 
Leone, where it also has an office, and has 
also distributed personal protection equip¬ 


ment to war amputees, orphans and widows. 

It was set up by Pastor Faith Okrafo- 
Smart, whose father was a member of par¬ 
liament in the war-torn country. 

An estimated 7,000 children have been 
orphaned by ebola. Faith started working 
in 2008 with those who lost limbs during 
the conflict and had been planning to do 
some work about female genital mutilation 
when ebola broke out. 

She said that the charity supported more 
than 200 people every Christmas and the 
children it helped were “traumatised”. 

“They don’t know where their parents 
are buried. They have not had that time to 
grieve,” she added. 


Sewage puts a cloud over 
Carol’s yuletide festivities

A RESIDENT plans to seek com¬ 
pensation after her garden was 
flooded with sewage - for the third 
in ten years. 

Fed-up Carol Jones said the lat¬ 
est incident sprang up at the start 
of December and a new flood of 
sewage began last Friday, covering 
her garden in New Southgate with 
the contents of drains. 

“Sewage came out about three 
days ago,” she said. 

“I was up until 3.30am trying to 
get it away. 

“We did a clear-up operation and 
we woke up this morning and it 
was back again. It is smelling.” 

Mrs Jones said that if the mess 
was not cleared up “Christmas is 
going to be cancelled”. 

She described how residents of 
Brunswick Park Road and nearby 
Goldrill Drive lifted drain covers 
to get the sewage to drain away. 

She said that this was the third 
time in ten years that there had 
been a problem with sewage. 

She added: “I had the garden 
landscaped and a patio put down 
about three years ago.” 

She said she would be asking 
Thames Water to pay compensa¬ 


tion for the damage done to 
her garden. 

Contractors worked over the 
weekend to remove the unsightly 
smelly sludge from gardens. 

A Thames Water spokeswoman 
said: “We’re sorry for the mess 
spilling from the manhole cover. 

“Since the problem was first 
reported we’ve been removing as 
much of the sewage as possible 
using tankers to stop it entering 
properties.” 

Experts gained access to the 
sewer pipes on Friday night to 
investigate the cause. 

The spokeswoman added: “This 
isn’t being done during the day as 
it involves working in the road and 
we have to keep traffic disruption 
to a minimum. 

“The problem was caused by a 
large amount of rubble blocking 
the sewer pipes. 

“This was cleared on Saturday 
and an inspection of the pipework 
was then done using CCTV to 
check for damage. 

“This showed the sewer to be in 
good condition and flowing 
freely. 

“We cleaned up the affected 
gardens and area around the man¬ 
hole and this work was completed 
on Monday.”

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^Judicial decision casts 
doubt on licensing plan 

Landlord scheme must be overhauled, says judge

THE council will have to give 
up plans to roll out its landlord 
licensing scheme unless it 
undertakes a radical shake-up, 
a judge ruled last week. 

Delivering his judgement in 
the judicial review which 
landlord Constantinos Regas 
had brought against the 
local authority over a plan 
to make all private landlords 
in the borough buy into a 
licensing scheme, Judge 
Martin McKenna ruled 
that the plan “cannot be 


lawfully implemented unless 
and until Enfield conduct a 
lawful consultation”. 

The judge ruled that the 
council had not consulted 
widely enough on the plan as 
the proposals to implement 
the scheme would impact on 
landlords living in neighbour¬ 
ing boroughs and owning 
properties in Enfield. 

He agreed with Mr Regas ’ 
complaint that the consulta¬ 
tion period was also not 
long enough. 

Mr Regas, who launched the 
judicial review bid after he felt 
his repeated appeals to the

council were not taken on 
board, said: “I have always 
maintained my view that good 
housing standards are a 
human right. 

“But Enfield Council has 
not gone about this the right 
way. It has accused tenants of 
being antisocial and has 
sought to criminalise land¬ 
lords for tenants’ behaviour.” 

However, Ahmet Oykener, 
cabinet member for housing, 
said the council “disagreed” 
with the judge’s rulings. 

“It finds technical flaws 
with the consultation process 
which informed the scheme - 
which do not tally with the 
facts,” said Mr Oykener. 

“The judge has ruled that 
the consultation mainly 
focused on gathering the 
views of local Enfield people 
rather than people living in 
neighbouring boroughs. 

“While we make no apolo¬ 
gies for putting the views of 
the people we represent at the 
heart of our consultation 
activity, we find this ruling 
surprising as we extended the 
consultation outside the 
bound¬ 
aries of 
the bor¬ 
ough. 

“He has 
also 
ruled that 


we did not formally consult 
over a 10-week period. We 
actually ran the consultation 
over a 12 week period - two 
weeks longer that than recom¬ 
mended. 

Mr Oykener pointed to the 
fact that the judge did not take 
issue with the licensing 
scheme itself or challenge the 
report on which the decision 
to implement this scheme 
was taken. 

He said that on that basis, 
the council would be request¬ 
ing leave to challenge 
the decision. 

Newham Council, in east 
London, currently has a suc¬ 
cessful operational landlord 
licensing scheme. 

Terry Neville, the leader 
of Enfield Council’s Conser¬ 
vative group, told the 
Advertiser that the authority’s 
approach demonstrated the 
“arrogance” of the Labour 
group’s administration. 

He added: “This is a 
remarkable case that shows 
what one individual can do 
when he decides to take on the 
might of the present council.”

£2.6m boost from parking 


ENFIELD made a surplus of £2.6million on 
parking fees and fines last year, according to 
research by a motorists’ group. 

The RAC Foundation figures, released last 
week, compare the incomes of 353 local 
authorities in England. 

Enfield was ranked in 66th place, with 
Westminster rating as the highest earner 
and councils in London taking eight of the 
top spots. 

Enfield made £10.4m from parking charges 
in 2013/14, down eight per cent on the 
previous year, and it made £3.8m from on 


street penalty income, a drop of 13 per cent 
on 2012/13. 

Nationally, councils collected more than 
£1.43billion from parking tickets, permits 
and penalties and made a surplus of 
nearly £0.67bn. 

London councils collected £24m, 71 per 
cent of the total taken throughout England. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, director of 
the RAC Foundation, said: “The bottom 
line is that parking policy and charges 
must be about managing traffic, not 
raising revenue.”

Black Friday and Lord Sugar: 
our new Christmas traditions! 


I N the course of time, Black 
Friday punch-ups may 
come to be seen as one of 
our ancient Christmas tradi¬ 
tions. Over the centuries, some 
ancient traditions die out and 
new ones are invented. 

Father Christmas did not 
wear red before the 19th cen¬ 
tury and red became his trade¬ 
mark colour only when he 
started appearing in Coca Cola 
adverts. We owe the Christmas 
tree to our royal family - like 
them, it is a German import. 
Christmas cards were invented 
in 1843 by a post office execu¬ 
tive, looking to attract business 
to the new penny post. 

The traditional carol service 
was invented by the Bishop of 
Truro in 1880. 

It has little in common with 
the older and more disorderly 
tradition of carol-singing, 
which certainly did not take 
place in church - this is 


reflected in carols like We 
Wish You A Merry Christmas. 

Falling asleep while watch¬ 
ing old films on the telly is 
now a hallowed Christmas tra¬ 
dition. 

And the old film that brings 
childhood Christmases back to 
me is one we saw every year at 
the Saturday morning pictures: 
Scrooge, the 1951 version of 
Dickens’ A Christmas Carol, 
starring Alastair Sim. 

Scrooge - a tight-fisted hand 
at the grindstone, hard and 
sharp as flint - was the tradi¬ 
tional Christmas baddie. 

Maybe that tradition, too, 
will change - nowadays we 
admire ruthless businessmen. 

Fans of The Apprentice 
probably love the way Scrooge 
bullies his put-upon clerk, Bob 
Cratchit. Merry Christmas, 
Mr Scrooge - God bless us, 
every one...and Bah Humbug 
to Lord Sugar!

The Additional and Selective 
Licensing Debate: Why it Matters 

North London landlords are nervously awaiting the outcome of a legal challenge against a controversial landlord 
scheme designed to curb anti-social behaviour that will affect 40% of rented property in the borough. The 
scheme, known as additional and selective licensing, requires landlords to hold a £500 five-year licence on each 
property they own from the local authority. The fee is required to be paid up-front and is non-transferable. 
Enfield council defends the scheme as a technique for improving housing standards, reducing overcrowding and 
confronting absentee landlords, all of which they maintain is necessary to reduce Anti Social Behaviour (ASB). 
But landlords say otherwise. 

Landlord’s Response to Additional and Selective Licensing 

Constantinos Regas, a landlord who is leading the Campaign Against Landlord Licensing in Enfield, launched a 
judicial review to appeal against the scheme. He said: “We all want good standards but the council has not 
engaged with us or listened to us all these months.” 

Regas successfully applied for judicial review, winning the opportunity to challenge the additional licensing of 
Homes in Multiple Locations (HMOs) though not the selective licensing scheme which covers single private 
households. The latter he intends to appeal. Mr. Regas also has challenged the limits these schemes introduce 
to tenants privately renting, such as needing to display the license on their property and forbidding vans to be 
parked in driveways. 

Estate agents, who typically compete for sales, are making a show of solidarity on the issue, which would require 
huge upfront costs to multiple landlord owners. Sales and letting agents are supporting the fight against Enfield 
Council and have pledged money towards the Campaign Against Landlord Licensing Legal Fund. 

The Council Responds 

Enfield Borough Spokesman claims that the licensing of the privately regulated rented sector is “much needed” 
and that they will fight any challenge to the decision. They quote incidents of environmental crime, housing 
conditions, overcrowding and ‘bed in sheds’ (a term used to describe structures in back gardens of homes that 
are rented out even though they are not meant for living accommodations.) This licensing would, according to 
Enfield’s consultation document, “create environments that promote community safety.” 

Enfield Council hopes to deal with anti-social behaviour through an Anti-Social Behaviour team (ASB team) that 
is part of the Council’s Community Safety Unit, who seek to take a joint working approach with landlords to 
effectively tackle any complaints from or against their tenants. 

Who is really to benefit from this scheme? 

The risks of the plan include landlords passing the cost of the scheme onto their tenants, and local authority 
mismanagement of the schemes, including being unable to effectively regulate crime and disorder reduction 
partnerships. Manchester had selective licensing for five years that ended in 2011 because it didn’t effectively 
reduce poor property conditions or anti-social behaviour. Furthermore it penalises landlords who are operating 
credibly, which, statistically, is most of them. 

The limits that the schemes introduce for tenants renting privately are another point to consider. If the area truly 
faces antisocial challenge, is a driveway not a safer place to store vans for the residents who need them to 
maintain their living? Is the mandatory posting of licensing a step too far? 

The National Landlords’ Association has said: “The issue of ASB cannot be addressed by licensing - as it does 
not deal with the underlying issue of ASB.” NLA believes that it will negatively affect the community by 
discouraging landlords to remain there. There are further concerns that banks will stop lending in certain 
licensing areas, as Nat West has done in a few cities. This in itself is harmful for regeneration. 

In 2013 a study from Environmental Health News, which is the magazine of the Chartered Institute of 
Environmental Health, surveyed 12 authorities and discovered that money received for selective licensing 

schemes was being used to fund the recruitment of 
housing officers, as well as bring prosecutions, rather 
than address anti social behaviour. Hemming v 
Westminster Council clarified that the fees can only cover 
the admin costs for the scheme (with no profit and no 
contribution to enforcement). 

“Before declaring a selective licensing area, the local 
housing authority must consider whether other courses of 
action that could deal with the issues effectively have 
been tried,” said British labour Politician Phil Wilson. The 
question remains, have alternative actions been tried? 
The judge is expected to deliver his verdict by 
December 17th.

Dramatic intervention: Christian Eriksen grabbed 
an 89th-minute winner for Spurs against Swansea

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR again left it 
late to secure maximum points on 
Sunday as Christian Eriksen’s 89th- 
minute goal secured a 2-1 victory at 
Swansea City. 

Despite taking the lead through Harry 
Kane, Spurs were forced on the defen¬ 
sive for long spells and it looked like 
William Bony’s goal would give the 
hosts a draw until Eriksen struck with 
time running out. 

Eriksen’s goal saw Tottenham snatch 
a win in the closing stages for the third 
time in their last four away league 
matches, but the Danish international - 
who also struck a last-gasp winner at 
Hull City last month - admitted that he 
would rather not leave it so late to make 
a decisive impact. 


“It’s always a great feeling to score in 
the last minute, but personally I would 
rather win earlier and have a quieter 
game.” he said. “I also got my first 
assist, so I’m relieved about that. 

“We defended well, they had a few big 
chances. We knew at times they would 
have more of the ball and we’d have to 
defend. We’re just happy with the three 
points, no matter who scores or how, and 
that gives us all a great feeling.” 

While it was Eriksen who scored the 
decisive goal, it was Kane who was 
named man of the match following 
another impressive display and head 
coach Mauricio Pochettino hailed the 
performance of the young members of 
his side. 

“I am very pleased for Harry and all 
the players because we had a lot of 
young talent on the field,” he said. 
“This is important for Tottenham. 



“We have a young squad, but we are 
playing in the right way and showed char¬ 
acter at a very difficult place. Swansea 
are a very good team and it’s not easy to 
get the three points like we did. 

“I congratulate all my players because 
they did very well on the pitch and 
showed character in a very good win. 

“We played in the right way and work 
very hard during the week. Every day 


we are on the training ground, and now 
we are starting to see the results.” 

Pochettino added: “In football you 
need to score. We deserved more in the 
last two or three games but we didn’t 
score. When you don’t score you don’t 
deserve to win. 

“But in this match in the first half we 
did well and worked hard. We conceded 
the goal and afterwards they pushed 


hard and played well. 

“But in the last ten to 15 minutes we 
had control of the game again. We scored 
and I think it’s a very good victory.” 

Meanwhile, Spurs have been drawn 
against Italian outfit Fiorentina in the 
last 32 of the Europa League. 

Spurs will have home advantage for the 
first leg on November 19, with the return 
match taking place seven days later.
